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REMARKS 

This amendment is made for purposes of placing the application in 
condition for allowance. 

In the Advisory Action mailed October 17, 2007, claim 7, 10 and 1 1 
were identified as being allowable. In order to accelerate prosecution, but 
not to prejudice the applicant's ability to pursue claimed subject matter in a 
continuing application, all claims other than allowable claims 7, 10, and 1 1 
have now been canceled. Cancelation of these claims makes moot any 
and all outstanding objections or rejections. 

As noted in the amendment filed September 4, 2007, claim 7 as 
amended clearly defines over the patent to Fujiwara. A feature of claim 7 
is "to form the transparent coat layer with respect to the designated area 
according to a result of area extraction by analysis of the digital data". 
Based on this requirement, it is now apparent that the "asperities" of the 
transparent coat layer do not reflect the unevenness of the surface of the 
recording medium on which the image is recorded. This feature is not 
shown in Fujiwara and would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art from Fujiwara, as Fujiwara does not show extraction and digital analysis 
of a designated area. Even if it was presumed (incorrectly) that whatever 
contours the image has would inherently be transferred to the protective 
layer, the unevenness of the contours of the image has no relation with the 
asperities according to the texture of the material of the objects in Fujiwara. 
In addition, since the "asperities" on the transparent coat layer do not 
reflect the unevenness on the surface of the recording medium on which 
the image is recorded, the "asperities" on the transparent coat layer are not 
the contours transferred to the protective layer.
